Lhe Scholiaf of 
Arifiophancs gives us the difference betwixt a King and ‘a 
Tyrant, A King, fays he, differs from a Tyrant, in that a 
King Poffeffes his Kingdom, Certis Sumens Conditionibus, 
Receiving it on certain Conditions; whereas a Tyrant enters 
it by Force and Violence. 

The Idea which Arifotie gives us of a Tyrant in his 
Fourth Book of Politicks, is good enough; bur /idores De- 
feriztion of a Tyrant is very plain. fam poftea in Ufum 
acctdit, Tyranvios vocari pefimos atq, Improbos Reges, luxn- 
viofe Dominationis Cupiditatem &¢ Crudelifimam Dominati- 
onem in Populis exercentes. 3. e. Now it is become Cufto- 
mary to call Bad and Wicked Kings, lyrauts, who are Aubi- 
tious of Arbitrary Power, and Oppre/s Subjcds by a moft 
Cruel Domini: n.
